Letter No, 144J,, dated 12th May 1897, from the Government of India, Public 
Works Department, ordering the discontinuance of Statements Nos. I and III, 
the former showing the irrigation and rainfall in Canal districts of Bengal, and 
the latter showing the crops irrigated by canals in Canal Divisions, 

Osservations.—The area irrigated in the rabi' season of 1896-97 was 
236,231 acres, against 125,137 acres in 1595-96, showing an increase of 111,094 
acres, or 188°77 per cent, : 

2. The increase took place in the areas commanded by all the canal 
systems from which radi irrigation was done. From the Sone Canals the increase 
was 99,255 acres, from the Orissa Canals 7,394 acres, and from the Eden Canal 
365 acres. From the Saran Canal, which was closed up to the end of the kharif 
season of 1896-97, an area of 4,080 acres wag irrigated during tie rabi 
mp total area of radi irrigated in 1896-97 is the largest on record since 
the opening of the canals for irrigation. In the Sone Circle the enormous 
increase was due to the total failure of the rain in October. There was such 





i 
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akeen demand for canal water that the supplying capacity of the canals was 
found inadequate to meet it in full, and consequently many applications had 
to be rejected. In the Orissa Circle the increase was due to new areas of 
dulwa vice having been brought under irrigation owing to the failure of the 
autumn or sarud rice from the pesloueee floods of ay d and August. The 
increase in tho Burdwan and Hooghly istricts irrigated by the Eden Canal 
was attributable to the — rain-fall. In the area commanded by the 
Midnapore Canal there was no emand for canal water during the rabi season. 

3, The principal crops irrigated from the Sone Canals in the seasou 
were sugarcane, wheat, barley and other cereals, gram and other pulses, 
indigo, opium, mustard and miscellaneous other crops. In sugarcane, the 
area increased from 23,47 acres in 1895-96 to 26,928 acres in 1896-97; in 
cereals from 64,46 acres to 111,926 acres, and in pulses, opium, and mustard, 
and other miscellaneous crops it was $7,366, 2,122, 421, and 35,630 acres, 
against 15,526, 1,423, 377, and 8,897 acres, respectively, in 1895-96. 

In the Burdwan and Hooghly districts the rabi crops irrigated from the 
Eden Canal were sugarcane, potato and onion, the area covered by them being 
2,250 acres, against 1 ,885 acres in 1895-96, ; 

The area irrigated from the Orissa Canals was 15,303 acres, aguinst 7,909 
acres in 1895-96; the principal crops were rice, gram, cotton and indigo, of 
which rice alone covered an area of 14,803 acres, against 6,126 acres in 
1895-96, showing an increase of 8,677 acres. The total of the three other 
crops was 475 acres only, against 1,056 acres in 1899-96, showing a decrease 
of 581 acres. 

4. The details of the increase ur decrease in the irrigation of the rabi 
crops from each canal during the year 1896-97 compared with the previous 
year are given in the following statement :—

Ix continuation of this Government’s letter No. 652T.R. (Fam.), 
dated the 21st June 1897, I am directed to submit, under section 29 of the 
Bengal Famine Code, the following report on relief operations in this Province 
during the four weeks ending 26th June 1897. Besides the usual famine 
statements A and B, @ statement is appended showing the rainfall in the 
affected districts from Ist to 30th June, in comparison with the normal 
fall for that month. Copies of the Patna Commissioner’s two reports for 
the month, No. 1436F.G., dated the 24th June 1897, and No. 1542F.G., 
dated the 10th July 1897, are herewith submitted. I am also to enclose 

Manbbum, Palamau, Hosaritagh, ‘8Mine maps of the districts noted on the 
Nadia, Khulna, Murshidabad, Sonthal margin, As regards the Patna Division, there was 
ee Se a no change in the distressed areas in any of the 
five affected districts, and the map submitted for the month of May holds good 
for the period now under report. 

2, Patna Division—The satisfactory condition of the district.of Patna 
was changed somewhat for the worse by the heavy rain which fell on the 24th 
and 25th June. During the 24 hours ending at 8 a.m. on the 25th, 13°8 inches 
were recorded at Bankipore, 1164 inches at Dinapore, and 11-2 inches at 
Bikram. The total falls recorded for the week ending 26th June are—Banki- 
pore 23°51 inches, Dinapore 27°81 and Bikram 23-56. An area of 150 square 
miles with a population of 170,000 in the Sadar and Dinapore subdivisions was 
flooded, but most of the water ran off within a few days, and little damage 
was done, except that some early-sown Indian-corn was lost. ‘There was, happily, 
still ample time for resowing. Prices remained fairly steady. ‘he Bankipore 
poor-house was kept open, and the inmates numbered 162 ‘against 123 at the 
end of May. The rain was less heavy in Gaya, the toial for the week being 
10°38 inches; the condition of this district remained good. Prices were 
stationary and agricultural operations in full swing. Light kitchens and _poor- 
houses were open. Returns have been received for six only, in which a daily 
average of 1,301 persons were fed against 515 in the latter half of May. 
Public health was on the whole good in both districts. A 

The following paragraphs deal with the five districts of this Division in 
which relief operations on an extensive scale were in progress:— 

8. The Officiating Licutenant-Governor, starting from Calcutta on the 
28th June, visited the districts of Darbhanga, Saran and Muzaffarpur. In 
consequence of urgent business in Calcutta, His Honour had to return to Calcutta 
on the 4th July, leaving the Revenue Secretary with the Commissioner behind 
to visit the Champaran district, During the course of his tour Mr, Stevens had 
an interview with Mr. Higham, c.1.e., at Darbhanga, where he discussed with 
that officer the system of relief works and of administration of gratuitous 
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relief in Bihar. As has been separately reported to the Government of India — 
in my letter No. 1398Fam., dated the 17th July 1897, the result of His Honour’s 
interview with Mr. Higham and of his own personal enquiries and observation 
was to fully satisfy him that gratuitous relief was not being too freely given, 
and that relief works had been conducted in an efficient and economical 
manner, and had not competed or interfered with private works. 

4. Rainfall and prospects of crops.—The first part of the period under report 
was a time of great anxiety and of more acute and increasing distress than any 
of the preceding periods, since the commencement of famine. The Commis- 
sioner wrote as follows in his report for the first-half of the month :— 

“On relief works the numbers have risen except in Shahabad, where the numbers have 
always been small, and in Muzaffarpur and Darbhanga, where the Muharram festival and 
heavy rain on the 11th instant drew off gy gabe numbers. In the other districts even 
these counter attractions failed to check the swelling of the numbers. Gratuitous relief 
has advanced everywhere in spite of the additional care with which the lists are now scanned 
and the incessant inspection to which they are subjected. The numbers in kitchens and poor- 
houses rose, and it is noticed that many who have hitherto held aloof have now given in and 


sought relief.” 

On the 10th June and the day following, and again on the 16th June, 
there was general rain throughout the Division. Slight rain continued to fall, 
except in Gaya and Darbhanga, until the downpour of the 23rd, 24th, and 
25th, which ‘caused floods in the district of Patna as already stated, and 
also in Saran. In the latter district an area of about 800 square miles 
was inundated for three days and then the floods subsided rapidly ; it is stated 
by the local officers that a good deal of growing maize has been destroyed and 
that the fields will have to be resown. ‘The break in the rains, which commenced 
on the 26th June, or the last day of the period under report, continued till the 
6th July, During this period the weather was extremely close; there was a

The Com- 
missioner, writing on the 10th July, says :— 

“ Crop prospects are, however, still fairly good ; the bhadot, save 80 much of it as has been 
burnt by the west wind or destroyed by floods, is doing well and promises an early crop: a 
great deal of rahar has been sown this yearand at an earlier date than usual. the raiyats 
remembering how good a crop it gave in the past year: the sowing of rice and the prepara- 
tion of seed-beds have been somewhat retarded in places by the scanty rainfall, but as a whole is 
up to date. We are now at the end of Asarh, and are just out of the Ardra asterism, which is 
the great asterism for sowing : the two next, /unarbas and Pukh, are devoted to transplanting, 
though some sowing may be done to the end of Punarbas, t.c., till about the ldth July, 
Indigo has been greatly benefited by the rain, though some has been lost by inundation, 
and manufacture with its attendant operations is giving plentiful employment all over the 
northern districts of the Division. 


With regard to Champaran in particular, Mr. Bourdillon wrote— 


“The crop prospects are good so far, provided that rain falls regularl i 
current month. It is reported that three-fourths of the area in Sagike and’ Baca’ ain 
remained unploughed when Mr. Macpherson (the Collector) was there in the last week of 
June. As very large advances under the Agriculturists’ Loans Act and large donations 
from the charitable fund have been made in that area, it is clear that there is no want of 
means there to buy seed and pay for labour, but the earth has not yet been sufficiently 
drenched, and; moreover, in this tract sowing takes place later than elsewhere: bhadoi in 
its ordinary sense of maizo aud different millets is not grown there, but in their place earl 
rice (satidhan) and marua, while the main crop is the winter rice, the seed-beds of which 
should be sown at once.”

The small variations shown by the figures relating to outturn and cost rate 
per 1,000 cubic feet were due generally to work in tanks far advanced and 
therefore with long lead and lift. The slight falling off in the outturn of 
work in the district of Champaran is explained in the following extract from 
the Collector's report for the second-half of the month :— 


“There was a falling off in the outturn on task works under the Public Works 
Department, which is attributable to a reduced task for weakly people being insisted on, and 
to more of the works being tanks. During the fortnight work went on on only 89 civil 
tanks against 48 in the preceding fortnight, but on 5 Publio Works tanks against 2. As 
explained in previous reports, the comparatively low outturn on Civil Agency Works as 
compared with those unier the Publio Works Department is fully accounted for by the fact 
that no less than 34 out of the 48 works on which work went on during the fortnight under 
the former Department were tanks, while only 5 out of the 32 Professional works belonged 
to this category. Another reason is that more attention is paid to fixing suitable tasks for 
D class labourers on Civil than on Professional works. Only 74 out of 5,802 D class 
labourers are shown as such in the returns of the Public Works Department. Mr. Higham 
expressed the opinion that the task set and obtained in this district was satisfactory, and a 
sufficient test of distress justifying relief by Government. I understood from him that it 
was better than was being got in other Provinces he had visited, and that the proportion of 
carriers to diggers was more efficiently regulated.” 


8, Pioce-work system.—The system of piece-work way still confined to the 
Tribeni canal and the Bettiah-Bagaha Railway in Champ to the Baghmati 
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and Bya canals in Muzaffarpur, and to the Sakri-Jaynagar Railway in Darbhanga.

The rate allowed for piece-work on the Bya canal in Muzaffarpur was found 
to be too low and has since been raised. 
The Collector of Champaran writes :— 


“The average wage actually earned, namely annas 2 and pies 4, is precisely the maxi- 
mum wage for B classes labourers on task work when grain isat 8 seers per rupee, upon which 
the iuvitial rate’ of Rs. 2-8 per 1,000 cubio feet for the Tribeni canal was calculated, but the 
task done is less than was then anticipated. On the section for which detailed statistics have 
been collected, 183 out of 504 family gangs employed have nuniyas, who are professional 
earth-diggers at their head. These gangs generally succeed in earning considerably over the 
above rate, and the others earn a good deal less It has now been found necessary, in the 
absence of civil works within several miles of the Tribeni canal, to make special arrangements 
on it for the employment of weakly gangs and people with no diggers. Separate sections will 
be opened for such, and no one will be admitted to these unless approved by the Charge 
Superintendent. It is proposed to employ diggers of ordinary physique at alittle more than 
the sanctioned rate for digging the earth and to put on the weakly people as carriers 
independently for carrying this away.” 


The Collector of Muzaffarpur has received reports from the Executive 
Engineer and the Superintendent of Relief Works, to the effect that though 
a sudden charge from task to piece-work frightened the relief-workers at first 
and was unpopular, they very soon took to the piece-work and can earn the full 
maximum wages. The work done on the Baghmati canal, section II, is described 
as a model of neatness and order. 

Mr. Carlyle, Collector of Darbhanga, writes :— 


“ As regards the effect of the introduction of piece-work, I stated in my last report that 
the average earnings per male unit were somewhat less than 1} annas the full wage of a man 
on task-work - . ; In no case was the wage earned large enough 
to permit of any material reduction in gratuitous relief, I may note in suport of this that 
the children whom we saw when the Lieatenant-Governor visited the line were

rates will clearly not permit of reduction, and I would not propose at present to raise them, 


as this might draw away labourers from the fields.”

The figures given above for Saran are incomplete as to the average daily 
number fed in one of the two kitchens. ,At the end of May there were in the 
Division 27 poor-houses and 73 kitchens, and the total average daily number fed 
in them was 13, 564. The increase in June was due to a great development of 
kitchen relief in Muzaffarpur and Darbhanga. This form of relief was almost 
entirely confined to children who numbered 11,740 in Muzaffarpur and 7,089 in 
Darbhanga at the close of the period under report. As regards Champaran the 
Collector writes :— 

“The number of kitchens has increased from 12 to 16, and more are being opened every- 
where. The progress made in this direction would have been larger had all officers not been 
so busy with the distribution of seed loans for some weeks back. There is also, as observed 
in last report, a difficulty in extending the system where the circle officers are honorary, 
‘as these have no time now to bestow on such matters, and kitchens serving more than 
a limited area would not be of much use in the rainy season. The need for kitchens 
is, however, very apparent in the deterioration observable in the condition of children.” 


As regards poor-houses the Collector of Champaran writes :— 


“Great efforts are being made to induce those to go to poor-houses who have been 
struck off the gratuitous relief lists on the ground of having become fit for work, but 
who are seen nevertheless to refuse obstinately to goon to re ief works and to be wasti 
in consequence, but there is a noted objection to these institutions, which has been fost: 
by the Brahmin priests for their own purposes, although high-caste people sey there is 
nothing really contrary to caste prejudices in them.” :

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Imports fell off almost every where, as compared with the previous month. 
Shahabad was the only district in which the exports exceeded the imports, but its 
exports were much less than before. A great part of the imports consisted of 
Burma rice. The food-supply was kept up by importation and was nowhere 
deficient, During the first Felt of the month prices rose slightly almost every- 
where, but became steadier after rain began to fall; and in some laces in Saran 
Champaran and Darbhanga they were relaxing a little at the end of the month. 
In Shahabad the price of common rice rose from 8 seers to 7 seers 12 chittacks 
in Sasaram, and the prices of other food-grains rose slightly throughout the 
district, In the Sadar subdivision of Muzaffarpur the prices of common rice 
and gram rose still further by half « seer, whilst those of barley and Indian-corn 
fell by a quarter of a seer and half a seer respectively. InSitamarhi, there was 
a slight rise in the prices of common rice, barley and rehar, and a considerable 
rise in the price of Indian corn and marua. 

)5. Figures as to the cost of relief works and gratuitous relief have been 
given in columns 8 and 9 of Famine Statement B, but they are incomplete. 
This Government is now endeavouring to obtain correct information which, if 
available, will be furnished in the next Report. 

16. | Chota Nagpur Division —There was general rain in the Division during 
the period under report, and agricultural operations were in full swing. 
‘There was, however, a general cry for more rain at the close of the period under 
report in all the districts, but favourable rains have fallen since the end of the 
month. Public health was generally good, but cholera still prevailed in parts of 
Palamau (though it did not appear on any of the relief works), Manbhuny and 
Hazaribagh, and small-pox is reported from a few places of the last-named 
district. Cattle-disease was dying out in Palamau. 

Prices still continued to rise. In the report for May it was stated that

last month, and the Commissioner has since reported that no more will be 
required. The people of the districtsubsist chiefly on jungle produce, mahua and 
the cheaper grains, and not on rice; otherwise the fewness of those on relief 
works, with rice selling at 5 to 6 seers the rupee, would be inexplicable. 
Importation by private traders under the bounty system fell off, though 


every possible assistance was given to them. In the last report it was stated 
that during the five weeks ending 29th May, 7,202 maunds of rice were imported 


- under that system, making a total of 12,560 maunds up to that date. It 1s now 


reported that, during the fortnight ending 12th June, 3,801 maunds, and during 
that ending the 26th idem only 785 maunds were imported, making a grand total 
up to date of 17,146 maunds. This falling off is ascribed to the difficulties 
of transport which increase 4s the rainy season advances, and itis said that, until 
the Sone and Koel rivers are open for font traflic(and thedeficient rainfall of late 
is retarding the opening of this route) not much can be done. As reported on 
previous occasions, notwithstanding the high prices, the number of relief-workers 
has pot increased: on the contrary, the average daily number fell from 2,681 
and 2,486 male units during the two weeks ending the 5th and 12th, to 1,972 
and 1,641 male units during the two weeks ending the 19th and 26th June. 
This decrease was due chiefly to the fact that the people were leaving the works 
for their fields, and that the zamindars of Palamau, as well as the Chari- 
table Relief Fund, were giving relief to a large number of persons. On the 
26th June there were 15 Government works open with 1,611 workers on! 

against 16 works and 3,045 workers on the 29th May last. In addition to this, 
3,489 persons (=2,931 male units) were employed daily on private works, 80 
far as returns received show. The numbers in receiptyof gratuitous relief 
fell off slightly, the daily average number at the end ofthe month having 
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been 1,965 against 1,971 at the end of May, but against 2,105 at the end of the’ 
first-half of June. Nearly all these were either lunatics, cripples, blind or aged, 
and decrepit. Avery few were dependents of relief-workers, and these few were 
only admitted on production of a certificate from either the Circle Officer or the 
Charge Superintendent, ne part, keg admission. Every case before admis- 
sion was carefully enquired into. The piece-work system was being carried out 
everywhere, but the Deputy Commissioner, Mr. Renny, says that its introduction 
did not appear to have made any difference in the quantity of work turned out, 
or in the amount of wages earned by a labourer, the reason assigned being that 
the earth had been baked so hard by the fierce heat of the summer that the 
labourers were unable to do more than they used to do under the task system, 

There was no change either in the area or population affected in 

Manbhum. Food-stocks are reported to have been 
Manbhum. sufficient, and prices fairly steady. The average 
price of rice in the markets of the district was 
from 7} to 8 seers asin May; mahua sold at 28 seers 8 chitaks and makai 
at 8 seers. The imports aggregated 18,791 maunds, and the exports 705 
maunds, There was a marked increase in the number of relief-workers, 
and a noticeable decrease in the number of the recipients of gratuitous 
relief. Onthe 26th June 1897, there were 33 works open, against 20 on the 
29th May; the number of relief-workers on the latter date was reported to have 
been 8,971; that on the 26th June was 6,645. The average daily wage 
earned by each male unit on piece-work was 2 annas 5 pies, me it is reported 
that those employed worked only as long as they pleased. The number of 
recipients of gratuitous relief decreased from 11,969 on the 29th May, to 5,917 
on the 26th June. The reduction effected in the former large number is, 
as separately reported in my letter No. 1398 dated the 17th July 1897, due to 
instructions issued by the Commissioner during a visit paid by him to the 
affected tracts. 

The number of kitchens open was 8 in the Gobindpur and 2 in the Sadar 
Subdivisions; 8 more will, it is stated, be opened in the former place, and several 
others in the latter. 

The report of this district is, on the whole, reassuring, There was good 

. rain, the weather was all that was wanted for 
Tisseribegh. agricultural purposes, and numbers left the relief 
works for their fields. The number of relief works open was 36 against 
49 in May, exclusive of the ordinary public works carried on in the district. 
It is reported that, taking relief works and ordinary Public Works Depart- 
ment and Municipal works together, the average daily number of workers 
during the week ending 26th June was 1,156 against 1,751 in the week ending 
29th May. The number of kitchens increased from 26 to 29, and the average 
daily attendance was 5,602 against 3,494 at the end of May. During the 
four weeks ending 26th June, 2,753  stcua were employed on private works 
undertaken with loans given by Government. ‘The number of women 
relieved during the week ending 26th June by tbe Local Charitable Relief 
Committee by employment on cotton-spinning and weaving was 960, against 
993 in the last week of May. Prices began to rise after a short lull during 
the first-half of June; that of common rice was 6} to 8 seers, and of mahua 
18 to 32 seers. ; ae

‘he area and population affected in the district of Nadia remained practi- 
7 e cally the same as reported in May. Four test works 
Tada: were being opened in the Chuadanga Subdivision, 
but the Subdivision has not been classed as affected. The general condition of 
the affected area 1s reported to have deteriorated, but should the aus crop 
give the good outturn expected, it is hoped that distress will be over in the 
greater part of the affected area by the middle of August. The situation is 
thus described by the Collector— 


«“ Outside the affected area, where the mahajans still have in places small stores of 
paddy, there has, perhaps, been a slight improvement in the general condition of the people, 
as owing to the promising state of the aus crop, the mahajans have been making small 
advances of grain to the cultivators. Within the affected area, however, the mahajans have 
no grain to advance, though, I believe, they have here and there been advancing money to the 
very few comparatively well-to-do cultivators who can afford to pay for the weeding of their 
fields. 1t may be said, generally though, that the weeding of the aus crop this year has been 
dono almost entirely by the cultivators themselves, owing to their inability to pay for hired 
labour. ‘Nhe consequence has eon that the lands have not been as closely weeded as they 
should have been, and this will, to a certain extent, reduce the outturn. The prospects of the 
aus crop, however, are, on the whole, very good, and should the present break in the rains not 
continue for many more days, the ontturn should be better than we have had for many years. 
The aman crop also promises well, but it is far too early yet to form an estimate as to how 
it is likely to reap. * * A good deal of aman land has this year been sown with aus. ion 
The prospects of the indigo crop in the north of the district are og poor. * ° It was 
severely damaged by the excessive raintall between the 15th and 25th June. This is much 
to be regretted, as the manufacture of indigo affords employment to a large number of 
men. * *” 


There were 29 relief works open, against 26 in May, and the total number 
employed on the 96th June was 23,335, against 20,101 on the 29th May. 
The number rose to 21,572 on the 12th June, There was a further rise during 
the week ending the 19th June, the daily average number having been 25,892. 
The decrease at the end of the month was due to excessive rainfall, which 
rendered earthwork almost impossible for some days. The piece-work system 
was in force on one work under the Civil Officers, and four works under the 
Public Works Department. 

As previously reported, the large number of recipients of gratuitous relief 
in this district has been engaging the attention of this Government, and 
instructions were issued some time since to the Collector to scrutinise his 
gratuitous relief lists, and remove from them any persons who were not fit 
objects of such relief. Immediately on assuming charge, the Officiating 
Lieutenant-Governor, accompanied by the Revenue Secretary, paid a visit to 
the district, and on the 25th June, a Conference was held at rishnagar, at 
which the Commissioner of the Division, Mr. E. V. Westmacott, was present 
to discuss the subject of famine relief administration. His Honour was con- 
vinced, from what he saw and heard, that gratuitous relief was being given too

There 
was no case of death from starvation. 
The affected area in Khulna is now reported to be 474 square-miles, with a 
eam population of 276,000 persons: this area includes 25 
: square-miles of Satkhira thana in which test works 
have been opened, and six villages in thana Magura. The condition of the 
affected area was worse than before. Earthwork was rendered impossible by 
heavy rain. The area sown with aus and jute is reported to be largely in 
excess of that usually sown, and the prospects of these crops were very good. 
There are, it is said, no local stocks of rice, but Burma rice is being 
generally imported. There were 36 works open in June, against 31 in May, and 
all were conducted under the piece-work system at a rate, per 1,000 cubic feet, 
of Re. 1-14 for soft soil and Rs. 2-6-6 for medium soil. The average daily 
earnings of each male unit were Re. 0-2-7:4 during the week ending 23rd June. 
The Collector found that work was impossible in the majority of these works, 
and therefore ordered them to be closed. The Officiating Lieutenant-Gover- 
nor has lately visited this district and directed that work should be provided 
in the shape of pounding surki, where possible, for labourers who are in distress 
and cannot find employment on the fields. The following statement com- 
pares the principal statistics of relief during the month of June:—

some of the works having been closed, but the number on gratuitous relief 
increased, On the 23rd June, there were only 772 relief workers, but 7,517 
recipients of gratuitous relief, against 4,809 and 6,163, respectively, on 
the 29th May. Many of the recipients of gratuitous relief were employed 

addy-husking, string-making, &c. There were two poor-houses open with 583 
inmates, and it is proposed to open four more. The Collector says that the 
numbers on gratuitous relief were only between 2 and 3 per cent. of the popula- 
tion, and it will be difficult, with safety, to reduce this percentage at all before 
September next, and then it can only be done partially. The Officiating 
Lieutenant-Governor, who visited this district after Nadia, has directed a careful 
scrutiny of the gratuitous relief lists, and issued the following instructions :— 


«The lower classes of Muhammadans and Hindus should be employed in pounding surki 
where this is p sible ; and persons of this class, who are physically fit to work and refuse to 
labour, should be sent to poor-houses. The lists should again be scrutinised as in Nadia, and 
all those who have friends or relations in a position to support them, should be struck off 
the gratuitous relief lists ”

The number of relief works open increased from 11 (6 relief and 5 
test works) in May, to 18 in June, but the number of workers decreased, 
being on the 26th June only 1,923 against 3,808 on the 29th May, The 
falling off is attributed to the very great demand for labour in the fields 
and in the silk and indigo factories, and also in towns owing to the destruction 
caused by the late earthquake. The piece-work system was in force on all 
the works, It is reported that this system enabled the professional labourers 
to earn 3 or 4 annas a day, and that practically only professional labourers 
came to the works, Gratuitous relief was given to about 5,500 de daily, 
entirely out of the Charitable Relief Funds. As before, private charity played 
a most prominent part in this district. 
The condition of the district of Jessore is reported to have improved since 
. last reported on, except that the heavy rain, during 
_— the latter half of June, submerged the low-land rice 
everywhere, particularly in the Narail subdivision, The Collector, however, 
thinks that much of the loss will be retrieved, and that the matter is not serious. 
The prospects of both aus and aman were good. Imports were larger than 
exports, and Burma rice was being imported from Calcutta. Prices showed a 
tendency to fall. Test works were opened at some places on which the 
existence of distress was reported by the local officers, but were not attended, 
and have deen closed. Gratuitous relief was given as before from the Charit- 
able Funds. During the month, Rs. 10,987 were advanced under the Agricul- 
turists’ Loans Act on joint applications for the purchase of seed, and Rs, 1,227, 
for the same purpose, from the Indian Famine Charitable Relief Fund. 

18. Bhagalpur Division.—With the commencement of the monsoon there 
was a general change for the better throughout the Bhagalpur Division, When 
the Commissioner wrote the people considered the season to be most favour- 
able and prospects to be as good as possible, but it is now reported that rain is 
urgently wanted for the transplanting of rice in the Supaul subdivision of the 
Bhagalpur district. 

Good rain, in all Subdivisions of the district of Bhagalpur had the effect 
of largely reducing the numbers on relief works. 
Toe The three test works in the Banka and Sadar 
Subdivisions were closed, and the Collector wrote on the 3rd July that orders 
had been issued to close all of the ten relief works in the Supaul and 
Madhipura Subdivisions but three. The total number of relief workers on 
the 26th June was only 1,193, against 7,313 at the end of May and 18,965 at 
the end of April. The numbers on gratuitous relief on the 26th June ‘aggre- 

ted 4,027, against 2,74 at the end of May. The Collector writes that the 
increase was partly due to the fact of the Charitable Funds having run short, and 
the consequent transfer to the Government lists of cee ae had been in

receipt of gratuitous relief from Charitable Relief Funds, Public health 
remained good, and food-stocks were sufficient. 
The report of the Deputy Commissioner of the Sonthal Parganas is 
ee not complete, in so far as it does not furnish statis- 
a tics with regard to the Deoghur Subdivision. In 
the district generally there was good rain, followed by dry weather, which 
facilitated field work, and prospects of all crops were good. In the Jamtara 
Subdivision there were five relief works open, with 1,235 workers on the 26th 
June. All these works were condu on the piece-work system, and the 
Deputy Commissioner i ye that the daily earnings were 1 anna 9 pies per 
adult male unit. It is also stated by the Dasaty Commissioner that, since the 
introduction of the piece-work system, the numbers of dependents, as also those 
of labourers on daily wages, have gone down to nominal figures. The average 
daily number on Government gratuitous relief in this Subdivision in the week 
ending 26th June was 1,198, On that date, the total numbers on relief works 
and gratuitous relief in the whole district were 2,310 and 4,733 respectively. 
The Deputy Commissioner thinks that in the Deoghur Subdivision, relief 
measures are not likely to be required beyond the month of August, but that 
in the Jamtara Subdivision, distress will probably last longer, as diadoi crops 
te sey extensively grown there, and the harvesting of them will give 
ittle relief. 


19, Rajshahi Division.—The rainfallwas beneficial to the crops, and pro- 
spects are reported to have been good in Rajshahi as well as in Pabna. But 
prices rose in both districts. In the district of Rajshahi, common rice sold at 
5} to 6 seers. The Collector writes that this was mainly due to the inter- 
ruption of traffic on the Northern Bengal State Railway, in consequence of the 
earthquake of 12th June. The telegraphic report for the weck ending 28th 
June shows that the price of common rice in this district varied from 6 to 8} 
seers the rupee, In Pabna, it ranged from 6 to 8 seers. There was only one 
test work open in the district of Rajshahi, against two in May, and the number 
of labourers employed thereon was 341, against 438 at the end of May. 
Prices are very high and some grain rioting has recently been reported from 
this district, but the people are prosperous, the led rg of the jute crop .on 
which they can raise money from mahajans) are excellent, and relief test works, 
which have from time to time been opened, have not been attended by labourers 
to any appreciable extent. In Pabna, there were four test works, which em- 
ployed 1,397 labourers on the 30th June. 

20. Orissa Division.—The only districts of the Orissa Division in which relief 
was given, are Cuttack and Puri; but in Cuttack, the operations were confined to 
the distribution of gratuitous relief from Charitable Funds, and the total number, 
consisting mostly of women and children, reported to have been in receipt of 
doles at the end of June, was 4,394 against 2,306 at the endof May. “There was 
general rain throughout the district ; but although it greatly benefited the crops, 
the total fall recorded was much below the normal quantity, and more rain was 
wanted at the end of the month. Copious rain has since failon.

21. Burdwan Division—In the district of Bankura, the Chhatna outpost of 


the Sadar Subdivision, which is similarly circumstanced to thanas Sonamukhi and 
Gangajalghati, was added to the affected tracts, raising the total distressed 
area to 560 square-miles, with a population of 258,000. he relief works open 
numbered 17; but in consequence of copious rainfall, the workers employed on 
them aggregated only 1,872 on the last day of the eee under report, against 
8,689, the total number of relief workers on the 31st May. The number on 

atuitous relief was, however, 6,507, against 3,521 on the 3st May. The 

ollector’s attention has, however, been drawn to this increase in numbers, 
and he has been directed to adopt measures similar to those taken in Manbhum. 
The death-rate in the affected tracts, as shown in Famine Statement A, was 41 
against 2°87, the figure reported for the whole district. The higher rate is 
stated to have been due to the prevalence of fever and cholera. Rs. 8,132 were 
granted as loans under the Agriculturists’ Loans Act. Besides this, loans and 
gifts were made out of the Charitable Relief Fund. 

22, The total expenditure incurred from the beginning of the famine 
relief operations to the end of June, according to the Accountant-General’s 
figures, was Rs. 72,05,131. 

23, There is nothing of importance to notice with regard to the Dacca 
and Chittagong Divisions for the period now under report. 
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DISTRESS IN THE PATNA DIVISION,

1 nave the honour to forward herewith my report under sections 13 and 
24 of the Famine Code for the first half of July; the period to which the 
figures and the reports refer comprises the two weeks ending the 3rd and 10th 
July. My next report will be for the three weeks ending the 31st idem. 


PART I.—Inrropuction. 


2. As soon as I had concluded and despatched my last report, I joined 
Mr. Higham at Muzaffarpur and proceeded with him on the 28th ultimo, to 
meet the Lieutenant-Governor and party at Laheria-Sarai on the 29th idem. 

8. On that day the Lieutenant-Governor presided over a conference 
which was attended by Mr. Higham, the Revenue Secretary to Government, 
and myself, and he also fully discussed many matters of importance with the 
Collector, the Superintendent of Famine Relief Works and myself. On the 
30th a visit was made to the Sakri-Jainagar Railway and a number of reci- 

jients of gratuitous relief were inspected at various places en route, leaving 
Darthangs at midnight of the 30th. His Honour and party reached Chapra on 
the 1st July at midday: here also a long conference was held with the Col- 
lector and his Charge Superintendents; many recipients of gratuitous relief 
in the town and pare A it were inspected as well as the poor-house inmates at 
resent accommodated in the serai. Proceeding again by night train the 

ieutenant-Governor reached Hatwah on the morning of the 2nd July. A 
large number of those on the gratuitous relief lists were inspected both at 
Hatwah and Siwan, and much other business was done. On the 3rd July, 
Saturday, the party left Hatwah at midday, after visiting a civil agency tank 
in the vicinity, and reached Muzaffarpur at dark by rail. The morning of 
Sunday, the 4th, was devoted to a long inspection of the gratuitous relief reci- 

ients at Damodarpore near Muzaffarpur, and the poor-house was also visited 
in the afternoon of the same day. His Honour left for Calcutta, and at mid- 
night the Revenue Secretary and I proceeded to Motihari. Here we spent the 
whole of the next day the 5th, and left again on the morning of the 6th for 
Calcutta and Bankipore. On the 5th two relief works were visited, a large 
collection of persons in receipt of gratuitous relief was inspected, and a long 
conference held with the Collector, the Superintendent of Famine Relief Works, 
Mr, Toogood, and the principal local officers. The weather throughout this 
tour was unusually oppressive and trying. 


PART IJI.—Disrricr Reports, 


4. Patna.—The condition of this district remains thoroughly prosperous. 
5. The floods mentioned in my last report as following on the unprece- 
dented rain of the 23rd, 24th and 25th June disappeared without doing very 
t damage. Here, as in other districts, a long break in the rains followed 
the deluge of those few days, and although the weather was most oppressive, 
and fears began to be entertained, the absence of rain was, on the whole, 
beneficial, as it enabled almost the whole of the inundated area to be resown, 
so that beyond the additional cost of seed and labour the agriculturists lost 
little by the floods. Since the close of the period under a July 10th! good 
rain has fallen everywhere, and the prospects of the district are excellent, 
though as I write, much of the land from the south of Patna to the east of 
the district is again under water: much of this land is submerged every year, 
but the present inundation is ra a 9 hig: widespread than usual, owing, 
in in Gaya an ota Nagpur.

The change in the situ- 
ation thus represents 27,594 maunds, but considering the great volume of 
Patna trade, and the great stocks in the city, this is a matter of no importance. 
The imports were almost entirely rice (31,187 maunds), and the exports gram 
and pulses (40,823 maunds), 

8. There is a small advance in the number of the inmates of the Bankipore 
poor-house (due chiefly to the inclement weather) from 162 on the 26th June 
to 176 on the 10th July, A kitchen is open at Barh, where, from the 
Collector's report, it seems to be really required. The Subdivisional Officer 
by some extraordinary misunderstanding has hitherto limited relief to ipa 
persons a day, but the Collector has trebled these numbers, A poor-house will 
probably be substituted for the kitchen at an early date. : 

9. Gaya.—The condition of this district leaves nothing to be desired oer 
a fall in prices which will not occur till there is a general fall throughout North- 

India. 
bin 10. The rainfall in Gaya was short during the fortnight under report, 
and Gaya like other districts experienced the extremely close and oppressive 
weather which prevailed from the 26th June to the 7th or 8th of July, and 
crop prospects, however, are extremely good, and prices are stationary, for there 
has been copious rain since the fortnight closed, ¢.é., about 10 inches between 
the 11th and 16th, both days inclusive 

11. There has been a rise in the imports of grain whieh were 17,077 
maunds against 14,744, The exports including those by road to Palamau 
were 3,405 against 7,375. The net balance in favour of the district is therefore 
13,672 against 7,369. The exports to Palamau were 1,490 maunds against 
6,989. ‘I'he imports are now not exclusively nce as they have practically been 
hitherto, but about half were gram and pulses (8,859 maunds), 

12, Returns have been received in full from 5 poor-houses, and they fed 
a daily average of 936 persons against an average of 871 in the same institu- 
tions in the previous fortnight. There is an extraordinary drop in the Auranga- 
bad poor-house from 246 a day to 64, of which an explanation will be asked. 
The Mohunt of Bodh-Gaya has closed his kitchen at Kusa on the Grand Trunk 
Road as no longer necessary, 

13, During the month of June 4,148 persons were relieved from the 
Charitable Fund at a cost of Ks. 4,080-10-7, of whom 8,000 were under class 
(i), (relieved by food and clothing) and 1,148 under class (iii) (respectable 
women). Apparently no widows and orphans were relieved (class ii), nor 
were any donations given under head (iv). I have made no allotment to 
Gaya from the Charitable Fund grant for the Division, so that whatever has 
been expended has been locally collected. 

14, Shahabad.—In this district also a period of anxiety has been followed 
by good rain since the fortnight closed, and prospects are now very favourable, 

15, During the first week of the period, i.e., 27th June to 3 July no rain 
fell, but the district experienced extraordinarily hot-weather with a west wind 
and a May temperature, so that the gravest apprehensions arose, but in the 
week ending the 10th instant more than an inch of rain fell, and since the 

10th, the rain has been plentiful everywhere. 

16. Consequently the prospects of the bhadoi are excellent, and prices are 
either stationary or rising very slightly, The Collector notices that bhadoi has 
been sown this year both more mihey and earlier than usual, so that he —— 
much of the crop to be harvested by the end of August. Much rice has 
sown broadcast instead of in the usual manner for the double reason that rice 
so sown will be a little earlier than the transplanted rice, and it obviously costs 
less to raise a crop. 

1j. The excess of exports has re-asserted itself, showin 
confidence the people feel fn the agricultural outlook. pts pacity peace 
and rail aggregated 29,965 maunds against 25,804, and exports were 42.556 
against 23,971, The figures for the previous fortnight differ slightly frown 

those given in my last report, but taking them as now stated, there remains a 
balance against the district of 12,591 maunds against one of '8,167 maunds in 
the preceding period.

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19. As stated in my last report, works were closed at the end of the pre- 
vious period after the heavy rain of the 23rd, 24th and 25th J une, but the con- 
tinued dry weather made earth-work practicable, and also brought back many 
who wanted work, as there was no transplanting to be done in the fields, 


This accounts for the increase in the number of works, and workers, the total 
on task-work*in the second week being nearly as high as it was a fortnight 
before. The proportion of D class labourers is rising, showing that the more able 
bodied have gone off to the fields in the first week, the D class labourers were 
to the B class as 22 to 78, and in the second week the preportions were 26 and 
74, Mr. Windsor points out that the ap arently high rate of wage earned by 
the daily wage coolies according to Form No. 7 is due to a mistake: most of 
the D class labourers have been returned as such in the proper column of form 
4, but their remuneration has been shown under “ daily wage” instead of under 
‘‘task-work,” the result being that in form 7 the earnings of the daily wage 
units apres too large, and those of the task-workers are below the truth. 
The Collector will be asked to supply corrected figures if possible, though the 
matter is not very important. 

20. ‘fhe numbers on gratuitous relief, it will be seen, show little signs of 
decreasing. Mr. Windsor’s observations on this head in paragraph 21, and on 
poor-house relief in paragraph 18, show that he has thoroughly assimilated the 
principles of the Code on these matters and is carrying them out, I am satisfied 
that he and his circle officers will allow no one to receive gratuitous relief who 
is fit to work, either on relief works or in the fields. He has just visited the 
distressed area. 

21. One of the kitchens appears to have been temporarily closed for the 
first week for want of supplies, and I will enquire further about this; but it is 
clear that the daily average number of persons relieved at kitchons and poor- 
houses is rising steadily for the figures for the Jast four weeks are as follows :— 
709, 811, 699, 983. Mr. Windsor’s remarks should be read. It is manifest, as 
hus repeatedly been foretold, that as time passes and prices do not fall another 
and another stratum of the rural population is affected; it is reported that all 
the newly admitted inmates are in bad condition, and they are obviously 
persons who have held out hitherto, but have at last been forced to give in. 

The Collector's orders to refuse the dole to lusty travellers have my approval. 

22. A statement appended to the report shows that during June an aver- 
age of 1,367 persons a day were aided from the Charitable Fund at a cost of 
Rs, 1,481, exclusive of nine persons who received Rs. 891 as advances for sced 
and cattle, the total expended is still small, and further enquiries will be made 
about the last named item, for the average Rs. 99 is a good deal larger than I 
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no good rain fell in the Sadar station till the 11th, the day after the fortnight — 


closed, but since then the supply has been ample. This break in the rains, 
though alarming, had its advantages as in Patna, for it allowed the floods to 
run off, and the recovered land to be resown, and the subsequent rain has gone 
far to make certain of a good average crop for the bhadoi. Advances for seed 
grain have been given prom tly and freely, and hardly any land anywhere is 
now unsown which is suitable for cultivation at the present time. A little early 
marua and some late cheena have been damaged by the rain and floods, but 
these are ordinary incidents of the rainy season every year. 

24, The Collector thinks that the stocks in the houses of the people are 
now exhausted, but gives no reasons for his belief. Useful information can be 
obtained in this direction by watching the sales at the baniyas’ shops if the 
cultivators or the servants of the better classes are found to be coming in 
increasing numbers to make daily purchases, it may be assumed that the bottom 
of the grain jar has nearly been reached. 

25. ‘The movement of prices is fully treated in Mr. Chapman’s 8th para- 
graph. Rice is no longer eaten by the poorest, and maize is not to be had. 
The common food of the people is now barley, rahar and gram, and these are 
said to have risen half a seer in price: there is also a sharp rise in the price of 
paddy for sowing, as the Tirhut seed is exhausted, mnch Bengal paddy 1s being 
sown this year. The liberal advances given out in this district will mitigate 
the severity of these high prices in the case of cultivators, and, asa fact, it is 
not a large portion of the population besides “the irreducible minimum,” which 
has to buy its food in the bazars. 

26. The imports of food grain have fallen off very largely, having been 
only 35,085 maunds for the fortnight against 85,914 maunds in the previous 
fortnight and 1,36,942 in the first half of June. At the same time the exports 
were 20,999 against 14,835 maunds and 8,246 maunds in the two preceding 
periods, he net result is a balance in favour of the district of 14,086 maunds, 
in the first week of the fortnight under report the imports were only 9,266 
maunds, The Collector attributes this large falling off which it will be 
noticed has now been going on for a month, to a glut in the market, and also 
want of confidence in the railway. I hardly think that the latter is a very 
powerful factor, and I would rather ascribe the shrinkage of the trade to the fact 
that the grain-dealers think well of the prospects of the crops and of the 
stocks in hand. ‘his theory gains support from the fact that asin the second 
week of the fortnight prospects began to look gloomy and prices were rising, 
imports began to increase once more, the imports for the two weeks being 
respectively 9,266 and 25,319 mannds. The whole of the falling off this 
fortnight has been in rice. 

27. The following table compares as usual the weekly statistics for relief 
works and gratuitous relief :— 
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28. As already reported all Public Works Depart ‘ 
ished and the division closed from the Ist July. This soci tor tite aeons 
of 10 in the number of works, all works are now under Civil Agency.

The daily average number of male units on relief 
large drop in the first week after the rain of the 23rd, 25th Fics be "Ean cS 
rise again as the agricultural outlook became gloomy, and field work be 
to fail, The numbers on daily wage irrespective of task are sicinssetatioc te 
very large, and it is explained that may are employed on_grassing slopes ont 
that on some works coolies were paid for rain days. This concession is cor- 
tainly allowed by the Code (section 69), but like many other provisions of the 
Code it is intended for a condition of acute scarcity. In Champaran I have 
directed that it should be given only for special reasons, and these orders will 
now be made general, The proportion of men to women on relief works is 
rising as the emigrants come back from Bengal, and also because roads which 
require fewer carriers have now taken the place of tanks. These two reasons 
also affect the outturn, and cost rates which columns 8 and 9 above show to be 
much better, No doubt many of the spare carriers have been employed on 
daily wage, and have helped to swell their numbers, 

30. Almost exactly similar phenomena are observed on the Hathwa Raj 
work, except that the outturn and cost rate are still worse than those on Civil 
Agency works. 

31. The numbers on gratuitous relief show little dimunition, although some 
of the circle officers have been cutting down their lists with excess of zeal 
The Collector thinks (paragraph 17) that there is littie chance of any lar, " 
diminution for some time to come, and I agree with him. Only about 60 
persons a day were relieved during June from the Charitable Fund, which has 
clearly had no effect so far on the numbers on gratuitous relief. Mr. ‘Chapman's 
peopaned series of steps in the abolition of gratuitous relief are sensible and 
good. 

82. The two Government poor-houses fed on an average 164 persons 
a day against 156 in the previous period; those maintained by the Raj con- 
tained a daily average of 423 as against 395. 

33. The kitchen system is being developed, but only slowly and complete 
returns are not available. I hope to have fuller information by the time my 
next report is due ’ 

34, Advances under the Agriculturists’ Loans Act have been freely given 
in the worst parts of the district, and the total up to the 17th instant was 
estimated at Ks. 1,90,090, which is the whole of the Collector's allotment. As 
the time for advances is now over, he has closed his operations. ; 

35. When its operations cease, the Hatwah Raj will have advanced about 
1,15,000 maunds of grain to its tenants at a cost of about six lakhs of rupees: 
this fact, and the considerations stated in the previous paragraph, should not be 
forgotten when the small numbers on relief works in the Saran district are made 
the subject of comment. Every man so assisted means a group of persons saved 
from the necessity of going on relief works, and also additional power of hiring 
labour for field work. ”, 

36. Relief fr5m the Charitable Fund grant is now being rapidly given 
and Rs, 68,008 have been distributed as donations to 14,496 persous giving an 
average of about Rs. 4-10 a head; much of this has been given in the inundated 
tract. It is expected that the whole available grant of 110,000 under head 4 will 

be expended by the 2/th instant, and I have just sanctioned a further grant 
of Rs. 20,000. Mr, Chapman has been prompt and successful in distributing 
this money where it was badly needed, i 

87. Champaran.—In spite of the serious want of rain in this district 
during the fortnight under review, the numbers have fallen considerably on 
relief works and among those receiving gratuitous relief. The demand for 
field work accounts for the ¢iminution of numbers in the first class, and in the 
second the cause isan excessive reduction of their lists by certain too zealous 


circle officers. 
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38. During the past fortnight the weather in this district has caused 
eater anxiety than in ef other; for the reason that in addition to the close 
azy weather which succeeded the rainfall of June 23rd and 24th, there was 
a cessation of rain for many days, The worst parts of the district have from 
the first been Ramnagar and Bagaha tracts in the west and the Dhaka thana 
in the east of the district, and it is the first two of these tracts that have had 
least rain. The whole situation is clearly described in Mr. Macpherson’s 
paragraphs 6 to 9, and it will be sufficient to say here that although Bagaha 
and Ramnagar received during the second week of the fortnight 1:40 and 2:65 
inches respectively, this was not enough, while Bettiah, Motihari and Barharwa 
received still less. Since the fortnight closed on the 10th July, the weather has 
been unsettled, ‘“‘ but the rainfall has been scanty in the Sadar subdivision and 
south of the district generally except to the south-east of it. In the centre of 
the Bettiah subdivision, however, there has been good rain, but the whole of 
the rice in Hardih and Bagaha has still had far too little.” I am glad to be able 
to add that I learn from a telegram just received that good rain fell in Motihari 
on the 22nd, which appeared to be general. As it is, the situation is this, the 
bhadoi is secure all over the district, but this is not a very important crop in 
Champaran and accounts, if my information is correct. On theother hand, there 
has not been nearly enough rain for the transplanting of the aghani rice, specially 


* The Commisioner in the worst tracts to the west and north of ttiah,* where much of the land has 
HM, citer ePer*e* not yet been prepared : however, sometime still remains since operations in that 
good rainfall all over area are always a little late, and as the aghani rice is the great staple of the 
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MF. tract, if it is secured by the end of the month, the loss of the bhadoi ia that 


area need give us little concern. 

39. Prices are slowly rising at Motihari, though stationary at Bettiah 
Mr. Macpherson calculates that taking them all round they are now 105 per 
cent. higher than on the same date in an ordinary year. On the 26th June 
they were 88°4 per cent. above the average. As has been reported before, the 
common country rice has all been used up. Burma rice sells at 8 seers 13 
chitaks at Motihari, 8 seers 4 chitaks at Bettiah and 7 seers 8 chitaks at 
Ramnagar and Bagaha, On the same date in 1874 the Collector says common 
rice was selling at 135 seers per rupee. It is obvious that at this price the 
masses cannot afford to eat rice, and they are probably living on barley, rahar 
and gram as in Saran, which are quoted as follows. Barley 10 to 11-13 seers, 
rahar 8-8 to 12-7, gram 8 to 10-4, 


40. Grain traffic by rail seems to be falling steadily off. The imports for 
the fortnight, which as usual, were almost all rice, were only 20,704 maunds 
against 22,685 maunds, and the exports being 1,844 and 1,136 maunds respec- 
tively ; the balance of rail-borne trade in favour of the district was 18,860 
maunds against 21,849 maunds. On the other hand, there has been a very 
satisfactory rise in the imports from Nepal which were 14,678 maunds against 
9,734. There was a petty export of 484 maunds into Nepal. The total figures 
are therefore imports 35,382 maunds and exports 2,328 maunds giving a net 
importation of 33,054 maunds as against 30,739 in the foregoing period, 


41. How the rail-borne imports have fallen off, will be apparent from the

bulk of the imports came to Bettiah, consignments to that station are steadily 
falling off, as the following figures for the last three fortnights show 29,917 
maunds, 10,589 maunds and 5,432 maunds. No apprehension is felt, however, 
and it is reported that the tide has begun to flow again. 

42, The public health is extraordinarily good, and the district death-rate 
for June was only 2°44 per mille against an average of 3:31; this was due to 
the amazing absence of cholera, which this year has been almost unknown. 

43, The subjoined statement compares as usual the figures for relief 
work and gratuitous relief during each of the past four weeks :— 
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44,° It will be seen that the numbers on relief works (column 6) are falling 
with very satisfactory steadiness, the reason being not only that work in the 
fields has called away large numbers of daily labourers, but that many of a 
better class have been enabled to leave the works for the time on advances 
granted by the mahajans (see paragraph 3 of the Collector's report) while the 
advances which have been given in this district by the Collector under the 
Agriculturists’ Loans Act, and the donations which he has made from the 
Charitable Fund have had the same effect. The apparent rise in the task- 
workers in the first week of the fortnight is due to the figues for the previous 
fortnight having been unduly reduced by the public holidays, when large 
numbers were paid and counted for as on daily wage irrespective of task. The 
number of those on daily wage is larger in ng rtion than formerly, because 
much dressing and finishing is being done. . Macpherson explains that even 
from these persons a task is ex , though it cannot well be expressed in 
cubic feet, so that they are not shown as task-workers. The outturn is rising, 
and the cost rate falling as the work is now more on roads than it was. The 
Collector hopes to close several more works during the current fortnight. 
Piece-workers are not declining so fast as those on task-work,a sign that the 
new system is more popular than the other. Mr. Still reports that there are 
no complaints that we are unduly attracting labour from the fields, and as 
it is desirable to push on with the Tirbeni canal, the retention of the piece- 
workers is unobjectionable. The fact that they are still there in such large 
numbers is a curious comment on the apprehensions that fever would close these 
works by the middle of June, 

45. The numbers of those on gratuitous relief are also falling steadily. 
The fall during the last four weeks being 22°63 per cent. in the number of 
adult units as against a fall of 59°04 per cent, in the average daily numbers 
of male units on relief works, but this decrease is a good deal discounted by 
the consideration that during June 5,692 persons were relieved from the 
Charitable Fund, and that about 15,000 heads of families or 75,000 persons 
have been relieved by donations, though the effect of the latter operations 
would most be felt on the relief works. Turning to the actual figures, however, 
it is clear that many dependents were removed from our lists when the relief 
workers, to whom they were attached, left the works: the diminution of those 
relieved under Chapter V of the Code is said to be due to very strict checking, 
and the rejection of all those who could do any work at all in the fields. 
Mr. Macpherson rightly yes out that numbers of weaklings can do Hs ~~ 
aed ing in the fields who are quite incapable of carrying 4 basket 0 
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backwards and forwards all day with long leads and lifts. But this strictness 
can be carried too far, and I shall not be surprised to see many of these rejec- 
tions back on the lists. The Collector is fully on the alert. 

46, Poor-houses continue to be un opular and one at Makbwa was burned 
down, it is believed by incendiaries Fading the fortnight with the loss of 
threo lives.

47. The number of kitchens has advanced from 16 to $1 durin the fort- 
night, and the average number fed daily was 3,030 against 1,491 in the previous 

riod. ‘The average number of children was 1,842 per diem or 16°79 per cent. 
of the whole, not so high in proportion as in Muzaffarpur or Darbhanga, 

48, It was stated in Mr. Macpherson’s previous report that every available 
officer had been deputed to give out advances under the Agriculturists’ Loans 
Act, and the figures given in his present report show that he has been very 
successful. During the year 1896-97 he advanced Rs. 46,890, and since the 
Ist April he has advanced Rs, 1,86,273, of which Rs. 85,663 were given out 
during the fortnight under report. Seven-eighths of this last sum were distri- 
buted in the Hardi and Bagaha thanas, and as these people have been largely 
assisted also by donations from the Charitable Fund, there should be little distress 
there if only the monsoon is favourable. The Collector has rightly limited his 
advances to an average of Rs. 6:7 to each cultivator, 


49, From the Indian Charitable Relief Fund Rs. 11 were spent under 
head II, Rs. 5,692 under head III (relief of respectable women, &c.,) and 
Rs. 49,512 in donations under head 1V—total Rs. 60,549—the total expenditure 
to date has been Rs. 82,512.

50. Mueafarpur.—In this district prospects are brighter : there has been 
a steady fall in the numbers both on gratuitous relief and on telief works, and 
the dhadoi gives excellent promise. . 

51. After the rainfall of the week ending 26th June which amounted 
to about 6} inches Muzaffarpur had no rain during the fortnight under report 
except a shower or two on the 6th, but Sitamarhi which had received little 
in the previous week did better with } of aninch.

During the fortnight eight works under Civil Agency and four under that 
of the Public Works Department were closed. I had hoped that it would be 
possible to elose more, but it is obvious that the holding off of the rain properly 
deterred the Collector from red closure. 


56. The numbers on relief works asa whole have gone down, but not 
rapidly, The drop would have been greater, but for an unexpected rise in the 
Hajipur subdivision on the last day of the period which the Collector is going 
to investigate. Apparently labour in the fields being over for the time large 
numbers came back to our works for employment : it will be remembered that 
once before in this subdivision there was a sudden fluctuation of this sort 
when the relief workers suddenly fell off (vide paragraph 58 of my report 
No. 1456F.G. of the 24th June), At any rate the incident shows two things— 
first that our works do not interfere with private demands for labour, and 
secondly {as has been foretold already) that some relief works at any rate 
must be kept on to meet the requirements of the people in the intervals of 
work in the fields. The outturn remains very good and the cost rate low. 

57. The daily wage workers are falling off but little, The astonishing 
riso in their numbers for the week ending 26th June was due to the Jubilee 
days. Their proportion to the task-workers is very large: no doubt they are 
finishing and dressing up work, 

58. The piece-workers have fallen off a good deal and are now practi- 
cally all collected on the Baya Nulla Cut, which it was found advisable to 
complete ; for the same reason the rate per 1,000 cubic feet has been raised, 
and the outturn has improved doubtless because many professionals were at- 
tracted. 

59. The Darbhanga Raj still carries on relief works at Parihar, 
but the attendance fell from an average of 1,246 to one of 540 persons a day. 

60. The numbers on gratuitous relief show little signs of falling off. 
I noticed in my last report that the figures for the 26th June in column 7 above 
were open to suspicion, and I called for an explanation which has not yet been 

‘ received. During the month the average daily number of adult units has 
fallen from 69,452 to 61,934 only. Comparing the last two weeks together, 
as is done in Mr. Maude’s thirty-fifth paragraph, it appears that whereas the 
numbers relieved under Chapter V of the Code have fallen, the number of 

rsons being 59,560 as against 62,833. There has been a large advance under 
itchens from 10,724 to 16,566. The same table shows that out of all the 
persons relieved the ratio were nearly as follows—women 3, children 2 and

61. The Darbhanga Raj at Parihar relieved gratuitously about 956 
persons a day as against a daily average of 895 in the previous fortnight, 

62, Poor-houses in this district were again 7 in number, and they held

63. The number of kitchens has been increased by 8 and is now 70. 
The numbers relieved daily were 16,407 as against 13,162 in the previous 
fortnight.

67. During the week ending the 26th June Darbhanga itself had 5:18 
inches of rain, but from that time up to the 10th July less than a quarter of 
an inch was reported, and although since the fortnight closed there has been a 
little rain, yet on the whole the district is lamentably short, and its condition is 
more critical than that of any other. The district may be divided according 
to Mr. Carlyle into three zones—in the south, down to the Ganges from a 
line drawn east and west 10 miles south of Darbhanga, there has been plentiful 
rain, the bhadoi is splendid and the transplanting of rice is in full sowing in the 
central zone, reaching to a parallel line 10 miles north of Darbhanga and a 
little south of Madhubani “the prospects of bhadoi are good, but there has not 
been enough rain to permit of the general planting out of paddy.” In the 
© On tho 2rd July Pemainder of the district, i.e., the whole tract north of Madhubani some of the 
Eyes, 7% 22 bhados is failing for want of rain, and the transplanting of rice has not been 
j az, is Par attempted fortunatlely in this tract, as in Sitamarhi the season is somewhat 
ur, late, and Mr, Carlyle writes that if heavy rain falls by the middle of August the 
rice will be safe. ‘The situation clearly justifies anxiety. 

68. Prices show a slight tendency to rise: in Darbhanga barley, rice and 
rahar have gone up in price: in Samastipur there is a rise in wheat, marua 
and gram, and in Madhubani in all grains except m which is stationary. 

The cheapest food-grains are barley (10 to 10} seers), marua and gram 
both of which last vary from 9} to 10 seers for the rupee. 

69. The public health remains very good, the death-rate for June being 
21 per mille against a five years’ average of 3°83. 

70. Food-grain traffic has been dull during the fortnight, probabl 
the dealers are watching the progress of the Shades, ie ype serfs 
prices. The total imports have been 69,274 maunds against 1,00,925 and the 
exports 9,090 maunds against 9,888. This shows agreat drop in imports and 
leaves a nett balance of 60,184 instead of one of 91,037 maunds. Mr. Carlyle 
has said nothing about traffic with Nipal, but it is quite possible that one ad 
of this stagnation is increased imports across our northern frontier, he will be 
asked to enquire into the suggestion. As was the case when last 1 wrote, the 
imports are no longer exclusively rice for out of the 69,274 maunds im rted 
41,122 were “other food-grains,” and rice was only 16,112 saanda, ae 
suggests possible over importation in former period. ‘ :

72. The total numbers on relief works, after a sharp fall during the 
week ending 26th June on account of the rain, have now steadily gone up 

in. This rise has taken place chiefly in the north of the district, and is 
found among the task-workers, for the daily wage coolies have fallen off, 
The reason is of course the cessation of work in the fields for want of rain, 
The number of piece-workers remains constant. The outturn and cost rate 
are neither of them so good as they were; the Collector has given no explan- 
ation of these phenomena, and I therefore assume that they are due no special or 
unusual cause, 

73. The numbers on Raj relief works averaged 910 a day for the 
fortnight. 

74. The numbers of gratuitous relief have fallen slightly perhaps, because 
about Rs, 13,000 persons are now relieved from the charitable fund. It is 
clear that while the agricultural outlook is so obscure, and prices show no 
sign or Bie we need expect no great reduction in the dimensions of gratui- 
tous relief, 

75. The Raj figures show some falling off: the number gratuitously 
relieved every day in the last week of the fortnight averaged 896 against 
1,005 for the week ending the 26th June. ’ 

The nine poor-houses inthe district had an average daily population of 
1,310 inmates against an average of in the previous fortnight. It is extra- 
ordinary how in this district the poor-houses are comparatively full, while in 
Muzaffarpur and Champaran they are almost empty. I deduce a larger pro- 
portion of absolutely homeless outcastes, 

77. In kitchens were fed daily an average of 8,730 persons, of whom all 
but 150 were children. a 

78. The Collector pe, rae that he has found it unnecessary to give any 
advances under the Agriculturists’ Loans Act. This will form the subject of a 
separate correspondence. 

79. No charitable fund returns are submitted which is to be regretted, 
nor apparently has the Collector yet made any donations from the same fund :

PART III.— Concrusroy. 


81. The fortnight under report has been a period of some anxiety on 
account of the break in the monsoon rains which continued in most districts 
till almost the end of the fortnight. The cessation of rain was accompanied 
by close oppressive weather with a curious haze and a high temperature, 

+and in some districts a west wind; the result was that the bhadvi which 
had come up well after the rain of the previous week be to wither 
and the transplanting of rice could not be attempted. On the 6th and 7th the 
weather, became unsettled with local thunderstorms, but, exeept at Arrah, it 
was not till the 11th day after the coal under report came to a close that 
continuous rain set in. Since that date plentiful rain has fallen in Patna, Gaya, 
Shahabad and Saran, and in those four districts the bhadoi promises to be a 
bumber crop and the prospects of aghani are good; in the remaining three 
districts prospects are not so good, the rainfall in all being short to the _follow- 
ing extent on the day that I write: ~Motihari, 9-29; Muzaffarpur, 2°07; Dar- 
bhanga, 4°30. In Champaran prospects are fair except in the extreme north and 
west which happen to be sheaty the worst tracts in the district: in Muzaffarpur 
and Darbhanga the southern part of the district has a pena bhadoi and good

43. Imports have fallen off greatly as the accompanying table will show.

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The figures have been taken as usual from the Calcutta Gazette and have 
been corrected for Champaran by the Collector. The percentage has risen 
slightly in Shahabad, Muzaffarpur and Darbhanga. It has been noticed above 
in paragraph 56 that the rise in Muzaffarpnr was rather sudden and unexpected, 
88.3 does not represent the real progress of events in that district, the critical 
ition of North Darbhanga accounts for the rise in that district. It is to be 
in mind that these figures do not include those who are relieved from the 
Charitable Fund. 

86. The totals in the above statement are distributed as in the mar- 
ginal statement between relief works and 
gratuitous relicf. It has been accepted 
that there is no necessary connection 
between the two sets of figures, but it 
seems useful to place them side by side 
for comparison and for record. If this 
statement is compared with the similar 
statement in my last report, it will be 
seen that the percentage on relief works 
has fallen everywhere except in Muzaffar- 
pur and Darbhanga, and that the propor- 
tion of the population on gratuitous relief 
has risen everywhere except in Champaran. 
It is remarkable that the general percentage of the population on gratuitous 
relief is almost exactly the same as it was at the end of the previous fortnight, 
and tha steadiness of the following figures which show the general divisional 

ercentage on different dates, strongly supports the contention, so often put 
aa of late, that as soon as the arrangements for gratuitous relief are 
properly organized, the ratio of the population relieved attains a general level, 
which 1s maintained with little variation till general fall in prices enables Gov- 
ernment to throw again on the general i the responsibility of feeding 
their own poor. The figures are these—May 15th, 4°66 ; May 29th, 4°61; June 
12th, 4:75; June 26th, 4-42; July 10th, 4-41. I do not give earlier figures 
as they are not ready, and I have not time to work them out. 

87. I submit below the usual statement giving a mean for the fortnight 
of all the weekly figures already given under each district and some others. lt 
will be observed that a steady general level has been obtained. In task-work 
the outturn per diem per male unit varies from 38 to 55°6 cubic feet; the 
daily wage varies very slightly, but there is more’ variation between the cost 
rate. The wage of those irrespective of task is also very similar except in the 
case of Shahabad which has been noticed above.

4, Contractors’ Emigrants,—-There were three licensed contractors with 
depots in the suburbs of Caleutta during 1896, including one who died in March 
of that year. They had 12: recruiters working under them, against 6 in the 
preceding year, an enh registered 4,164 coolies, against 3,693 in 1895, being an 
increase of only 471. Of the 4,164 coolies registered during the year the great 
majority, 3,928, were registered in the 24-Parganas, 111 in Burdwan, 106 in 
Jabalpur, 13 in Lohardasra, and: 6in Bankura.

This large decrease is suid to be due to the expansion of the free emigration

7. Free emigrants —No record is kept in the recruiting districts of the num- 
bers of free emigrants leaving them, but the Emigration Agents at Goalundo and 
Dhubri supply more or less accurate information of the amber Pee through 
those places. Their reports show that 53,260 free emigrants left the recruiting 
districts for Goalundo and 5,754 for Dhubri, giving a total of 59,014 free 
emigrants, compared with 44,960 in 1895. Of the coolies who travelled vid 
Goalundo, 10 deserted, 45 were discharged and eight died on their way to 
Goalundo, or during their stay at that place; the total casualties thus amount- 
ing to 63, or Ol! per cent, compared with 102, or 0°23 per cent. 
in 1895. Thus 53,197 free emigrants proceeded onward from Goalundo. 
Of these, 16,783 were bound for Assam, of whom five deserted, and 55 died on 
the way, the total casualties amounting to 60, or 0°35, compared with 23, or 
020 per cent. in 1895. There was one birth on the passage, so that the total 
number of emigrants who arrived at their destination was 16,724. The Cachar 
emigrants lost two by death on the journey and 10,054 reached their destina- 
tion, the percentage of casualties being 0°01, against 0°03 in the Pagans year. 
‘Twenty-six thousand three hundred and forty reached Sylhet, the number of 
casualties on the way amounting to 18, viz., two by desertion, and 16 by death, 
or 0:07 against 0°01 in 1895, buh Sf at . 

Among the 5,754 emigrants who left the recruiting districts for Dbubri, 
the losses on the journey there numbered 224, or 3°89 per cent., inst 177, or 
7°95 per cent, in the previous year ; 80 that 5,530 emigrants arrived at Dhubri. 
Besides this number, 15,241 free emigrants, who embarked at Goslundo, were 
janded at Dhubri for the purpose of executing contracts, raising the total number 
of arrivals at Dhubri to 20,771. ‘l'wenty free emigrants remained at Dhubri at 
the close of the previous year, and one infant was born there in 1896; 469 
casnalties occurred there, viz., 366 releases, 20 desertions, and 83 deaths, the 
percentage being 2°25, against 3°95 in 1895 ; so that 20,328 free emigrants were 
ready for embarkation. Of this number, 20,247 were embarked and 76 
remained at Dhubri at the close of the year 1896. Of the number embarked, 
19,482 free emigrants had executed labour contracts, and the remaining 76 
proceeded as free emigrants. Of the number that embarked at Dhubri, 23 
deserted on the steamer journey, 131 were landed en route on account of sickness 
and 72 died, the total percentage of casualties being 1°11 against 0°34 in 1895 ; 
so that, including 2 births on the passage, 20,028 free emigrants were landed at 
their destination. ’ 

8.. Execution of contracts.—In the following statement are set forth the 
figures connected with the execution of contracts under the Assam Labour and 
Emigration Act, 1882 :—

There was thus a considerable ers, off in the supply of coolies 
obtained through special local agents, and a considerable increase in those 
recruited under the “free” system. Taking all classes of emigrants together, 
the results of the year’s operations show that, pie 1896, there was an increase 
of 20,857, in the number of coolies embarked for the labour districts in Assam, 
viz., from.73,821. to 94,678, 

12, Casuxities.—There has been a considerable increase inthe total number 
of casualties during the year under report, being 1,623 against 1,280 in 189d. 
The mortality from cholera rose from 123 in 1895 to 495 in 1896, and the 
number of deaths from other causes also rose from 32 to 78. The number of 
casualties amongst free emigrants also increased from 860 in 1895 to 1,062 in 
1896, and the number of deaths amongst this class of emigrants rose from 76 in 
1895 to 298 in 1896. 

13. It was noticed in last year’s Resolution that the Report of the Labour 
Enquiry Commission was under the considerution of the Lieutenant-G overnor. 
The Report was received in June 1896, and Sir Alexander Mackenzie recorded 
his views on the several recommendations of the Commission, and submitted 
them for the consideration of the Government of India. ;

This Government's Resolution No. 847T.R., dated 5th October 1896. 


In the Resolution mentioned in the preamble, Sir Alexander Mackenzie 
reviewed the progress made by the Bengal Civil Veterinary Department 
during the first four years of its existence and up to the departure of its first 
Superintendent, Veterinary-Oaptain W. D. Gunn. That officer was relieved on 
12th October 1896 by Veterinary-Captain F. Raymond, who submits the 

resent Report; and the Officiating Lieutenant-Governor is glad to observe that 
both the Departmenband the Veterinary Institution have continued to develope 
in the right direction. 

2. Bengal Veterinary Institution.—The second final examination of the 
Institution was held in March last. Nine candidates passed out of fourteen who 
appeseet eight others were forbidden to appear on account of their irre- 

ar attendance at Jectures, “Veterina ‘Captain Raymond suggests that the 
Gomtittes of Examiners who visit the College yearly should held an examina. 
tion of the first-year as well as of the second-year students; the Inspector- 
General, Civil Veterinary Department, will be addressed with a view to this 
suggestion being carried ‘out. The Officiating Lieutgnant-Governor regrets to 
observe that the students holding stipends from local bodies and from the BurJ- 
wan Raj have not, as a rule, justified their selection, only three out of eight having 
passed the examination of their respective years. It is most satisfactory, however, 
that of the 21 passed students of the school (none of whom qualified before 
March 1896), no less than 13 are in permanent or temporary employment under 
Government, District Boards or private employers, while the rest are in private 
practice. There can be no doubt that the nce rag profession presents

The dispensary was open only in November 1896, and the results so 
far have been very encouraging: 159 animals were treated before the end of 
the year, of whom 139 were cured, 9 died, and the results in the other 11 cases 


are unknown. At Patna the Municipality started a on 12th February 
to meet an attack of rinderpest ; 236 eases were treated before 3ist March.

But whatever may be the most suitable method of coping with 
these epidemics, it is essential that the Veterinary Department should receive 
the earliest and most accurate information possible of their occurrence. His 
Honour trusts that the current year will show a considerable .improvement 
in this respect, * 

6. Cattle-breéding.—The attempts which have been made in these Provinces 
to improye the breed of cattle were briefly noticed im paragraph 12 of the 
Resolution of 5th October 1896. The experiment of introducing Brahmini 
bulls from Bihar into Lower Bengal, which has been tried in the past two years, 
has not, so far, been attended with much success ; and Veterinary-Captain 
Raymond promises a general report on cattle-breeding in Bengal, which the 
Officiating Laoukeaaat-Gevernbe will await with interest. It is reported that, 
in Birbhum, Patna rams have been introduced into the flocks with the result 
of a large increase in the value of the stock; and this example is one that might 

bably be followed with advantage in other districts. A description is given 
in the Report of prize-shows held in connection with the fairs at Sonepur, 
Berhampore, Kalimpong and Suri, ‘The fair and show at the latter place were 
held for the first time, and appear to have been most successful; an account of 
the arrangements which contributed to their success is given, and may afford 
useful assistance to officers organizing similar functions elsewhere. These 
shows and competitions must have an excellent effect im pee, i- 
‘cultural improvement, and the Officiating Lieutenant-Governor wou d like 
to see them me more general. 

7. Veterinary-Captain Raymond was on tour for 72 days, and travelled 
more than 6,000 miles, His Honour's thanks are due to him for the zeal and 
energy with which he has entered upon his new duties, and for his able and 
interesting report. They are likewise due to Messrs. Ma on and Lyon 
for their supervision of the Department; as well as to the Committee of 
Management of the Bengal Veterinary Institution.

STATEMENT OF THE COURSE OF BUSINESS. 


The Hon’ble Toe Presmenr said:—“Gentlemen—I have to thank you 
for your presence here this morning. Since the Council last met, there have 
been changes in its composition, and more are imminent, We have lost the 
services of Mr. A. M. Bose, who represented the Calcutta University, and Babu 
Eshan Chandra Mittra, representing the Municipalities of the Burdwan Division ; 
while on Monday next, Babu Guru Proshad Sen, representing the District 
Boards of the Dacca Division, will vacate his seat. To each and all of these 
gentlemen I;offer, on behalf of the Province which they have served, the 
acknowledgment of Government for the valuable assistance which they have 

iven during their terms of office. The Hon’ble Babu Surendranath Banerjee 
joft us only to return speedily, and I may take this opportunity of saying that 
the Hon’ble the Maharaja of Darbhanga has been so good as to place his valu- 
able services once more at the disposal of the Province. My gratitude to these 
gentlemen, therefore, partakes of the nature of a lively sense of favours to 
come. We have to welcome new colleagues in the place of those who are now 
leaving us. 1 hope they will permit me to say that their past histories and 
reputation afford us a guarantee that they will prove themselves most useful 
Members of this Council. ‘They will find that the work which they have under- 
taken will make considerable demands on their time and attention. Their 
labours are not to be measured by the time spent in meetings in this Chamber. 
Attendance on Select Committees, and the persual and examination of papers 
connected with projects of law, are not the less laborious because they are not 
conspicuous in the sight of the public. 

“Your labours this Session will not, I think, be severe, though they 
will be of some importance. The Partition Bill has received further criticisms, 
and these will be laid before the Select Committee. The points are for the 
most part matters of detail, and are not likely to detain the Select Committee 
long. It is hoped that the Bill will be passed in the course of this Session. 
The Select Committee will also proceed with: the Chota Nagpur Tenancy Bill; 
this Bill, as has been explained fully by the Hon’ble Member in charge, is of a 
local character, and is intended to meet local wants. You will probably be 
greatly guided by the opinions of those who are familiar with the local con- 
ditions, It is not improbable that we shall be able to pass this Bill also. I shall 
not ask you to consider at present the Bengal Tenancy Bill. Some criticisms 
on it have been received, and Government will be glad to receive any further 
expressions of opinion on its provisions, with which they may be favoured; 
so that on Sir Alexander Mackenzie's return, his Government may be in a posi- 
tion to consider it in the full light of public opinion.”

2. During the year 60 fires occurred, in each of which the value of the 
property destroyed exceeded Rs. 50 in value, 

At 45 of the Brigade were in attendance, and 15 were extinguished 
by the out-station manual engines and the residents of the locality. 

8. In addition to the 60 serious fires already noted, 161 other petty fires 
occurred,—-54 in the Town of Calcutta, 98 in the Suburbs and 9 in Howrah. 
The Brigade attended £4 of these fires; the remaining 137 were extinguished 
by the out-station manual engines and residents of the loans 

The average value of prpperty destroyed at these fires was Rs. 6, 

The estimated value o roperty destroyed during the year amounted to 
Rs. 1,183,505 as against Rs, 93,647 in 1895-96, 

4, ‘ere was loss of life at two fires only during the year, viz.— 

In a fire at No. 51, Free School Street, a child » aged five years, was suffo- 
cated, and at a fire at Sahib Bagan, Sibpur, a blind girl, aged seven years, was 
burnt to. death, 

5. There were seven fires in buildings licensed under Act I (B.C.) of 1898 
and Act I (B.C.) of 1894, Property to the value of Rs. 25,532 was destroyed. 

6. Of the above fires that occurred during the year, four call for special 
notice— 

I. On the 15th A ril, at 51, Free School Street, a large stock of lace was 
burnt, and a child as A en Ea was suffocated. 

- At Chitla, on the 15th April, 166 tiled and goleputta huts and 3 large 
wood depéts were destroyed. This fire burnt furiously for three hours, 

Il. Again at Chit a, onthe 20th April, on ground adjoining that of the 
fire of the 15th, 55 tiled and goleputta huts and 3 large corrugated iron sheds 
were burnt to the ground, but without loss of life. The fire lasted two and-a- 
half hours. 


IV. At Subjee Bagan, Chitla, on the 27th February 1897, a large cor- 
rugated iron shed and a ay of rice insured for Rs. 28,600 were destroyed. 
This fire burnt and smouldered for nineteen hours, 

7. During the year one prosecution was instituted under the Explosives 
Act. The defendant was acquitted,
